STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


. To choose by ballot, all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 


year, including one selectman for three years, two auditors, one 
road agent, one library trustee for three years, one trust fund 
trustee for three years. 


. To raise $1,995.00 to defray town charges for the ensuing year 


(i.e. $1,300.00 for Town Officers’ salaries, $275.00 for Town 
Officers’ expenses, $420.00 for Town Reports) and make appropri- 
ation for same. 


. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to repair town 


highways and bridges; that is, $500.00 for highways and $1,850.00 
for snow removal and make appropriation for the same. 


. To see if the town will vote to raise $1,650.00 for street lights, and 


make appropriation for the same. 


. To see if the town will vote to raise $300.00 for the care of the 


cemetery and resetting memorial tablets and make appropriation 
for the same. 


. To see if the town will vote to raise $250.00 for police patrol, to

for Town Hall improvements and $300.00 for general repairs and 
expenses of Town Hall and other Town buildings) and make 
appropriation for the same. 


To see if the town will vote to raise $125.00 to advertise the scenic 
beauty and accessibility of the Presidential Highway, which in- 


cludes $88.20 for the White Mountains Region Association.

Selectmen’s Report 


As these reports are being compiled Randolph is experiencing 
unusually heavy snow falls, therefore a winter scene for our cover is 
most appropriate. The cover picture taken by Guy L. Shorey approxi- 
mately 30 years ago, besides being a beautiful winter scene, reminds 
us of the rapid natural re-forestation of what was once farm land. 
The photo was taken on the road opposite Mrs. Judson’s house. 


This Year’s Warrant 


Considering the unusual amount of snow thus far in 1958 it is 
wise to increase our appropriation for snow removal as contained in 
Article #3. 


Article #9 asks for $915.00 for repairs and expenses of town build- 
ings. This is a substantial amount over the usual appropriation. Late 
in the fall of 57 it was discovered that part of the Town Hall ceiling 
had fallen. Upon further investigation it was found that the entire 
ceiling was ready to fall. The new ceiling has made a great improve- 
ment in the acoustics as well as the appearance of the hall. We also 
now have a very nice kitchen as was planned last year. 


Article #11 asks for $300.00 for repairs at Gray Knob Cabin. 
Since this cabin is on National Forest land we are obliged to conform 
to their standards and more extensive repairs than usual are needed 
this year. 


Article #14 asks for $75.00 for repairs and lighting of the Honor 
Roll. As you may have noticed this monument has not been lighted for 
some time due to electrical difficulties. Also the list of names needs 
to be repaired and brought up to date. 


New Construction 


There has been more than the usual amount of construction this 
year. Near the west end of town Mr. and Mrs. Angus Cameron have built 
a year round home. On the Randolph Hill road Mr. William Marshall 
has built a combination garage and year round residence. Dr. and 
Mrs. Gilbert Mudge have built a new home on the site formerly occu- 
pied by the Bishop Washburn house. Mr. and Mrs. R. L. M. Underhill 
are building on property purchased from Mr. Irving Crosby. Both of 
these homes are on Randolph Hill. Mrs. Lena Watson, a long time 
summer resident, for the first time is occupying her home year round. 


Change of Ownership 


Mr. and Mrs. Isaac Dunlap, formerly of New Jersey, have pur- 
chased “The Hermitage” on the Randolph Hill road from Mr. William 
Marshall. Mr. and Mrs. Dunlap and their three children are year 
round residents. 


A warm welcome to all our new home owners and residents. 
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Polio Clinics 


Miss Eleanor Kenney, Public Health Nurse serving Coos County 
makes the following report: 


“During the year, 1957, the children of Randolph had an oppor- 
tunity to attend 5 Salk Vaccine Clinics in Gorham. These clinics 
were sponsored by the N. H. State Department of Health, in coopera- 
tion with the local School Nurse and the Supt. of Schools. 60 chil- 
dren from Randolph took advantage of this opportunity, 6 receiving 
first injections, 9 receiving second injections, and 45 receiving third 
injections. 

“It has been a pleasure to work with the Citizens of Randolph, 
and at this time I would like to thank them for their cooperation, and 
at any time I hope they will feel free to call on me if I can be of any 
service to them.”

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Report of Superintendent 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Randolph School District: 

The following is a copy of part of my report to the School Board 
and citizens of Gorham. Because the youth of Randolph receives its 
education in the Gorham schools, I am including the same portion 
in my report to you. 


Foreword 


Effective in September, 1958, all New Hampshire Secondary Schools 
must meet the “Minimum Standards and Recommended Practices,” as 
established by the State Board of Education if they wish to be an 
approved school. In November of 1957 Gorham High School was visited 
by a team from the State Department of Education. This visit was 
made to see what action the District would have to take to qualify 
Gorham High School under these standards and also to recommend 
improvements necessary to the high school plant and program if 
Gorham is to offer a comprehensive high school education. 


Under the minimum standards, Gorham High School qualifies as 
an approved school, providing one minor administrative change is 
made. There were however, several strongly worded recommendations 
that should be carried out, if we wish Gorham to offer the type of 
high school education that might be expected in the years ahead. 
Many of these recommended proposals had been under study by the 
School Board, the Advisory Committee and myself, and the visit by 
representatives from the State Department substantiated much of 
our thinking. Please refer to the report by the School Board and 
Advisory Committee for a more detailed explanation of these recom- 
mendations. 


I feel that each one in Gorham would like to see its school 
system set a higher goal than “minimum standards.” We have in- 
itiated some of the recommended changes already. Our art program 
which extends from Grade 1 through high school, our guidance pro- 
gram, for ail grades, increased offerings in physical education, addi- 
tional library materials, are just examples of new offerings for our 
students. These do not mean that we are slighting our academic 
offerings. In fact, it is my opinion that our academic standards are 
being raised. Most of our academic classes are divided so those going 
on to college will have work that properly prepares them for that 
experience. A student taking the general courses will be in groups 
where the courses will prepare him for the type of life he will follow 
if he does not go on to some type of post-secondary education. Gorham 
has always required four years of English, a year of math, a year of 
science, and two years of social studies, and this program is con- 
stantly being evaluated for improvement. 


Much has been written and said about the advance of the Russian 
people in the field of science and mathematics, and how special and 
strong emphasis should be placed in these areas in our educational 
system. I agree that more can and should be done in these subjects 
in our schools, but we must not lose the proper perspective of our 
entire curriculum. There Still is strong need for extensive courses in 
English, the social studies, languages and the arts. All students in 


Al 


high school cannot be scientists or mathematicians and there must be 
offerings for these people so they too can prepare for adult living. 
This fact necessitates offerings in the curriculum of commercial train- 
ing, home economics and manual training, etc. Again I would like to 
refer you to the report of the School Board and Advisory committee 
and their recommendations regarding changes that seem necessary 
in the High School and Ann Lary buildings. 


Last year at the District meeting the plan for a Cooperative 
School District was decisively defeated by the vote of townspeople. This 
was due to a number of reasons, but mainly because the voters did 
not thoroughly understand the plan and its advantages. I feel that 
in our planning for education of the students of Gorham, Randolph 
and Shelburne, one of the best ways to proceed is through cooperative 
endeavor by the citizens of the three towns. The possibility of a Co- 
operative School District involving the Districts of Gorham, Randolph 
and Shelburne should not be forgotten; there should be a continued 
study of the plan. 


Budget 


The total budget asked for by the School Board is $16,539.78 as 
compared to $15,073.88 last year. The increase in the budget is due 
to a rise in the tuition costs, brought about by an increase in the 
number of pupils going to school and a rise in the tuition rates. 


Tuition 
The tuition rates in Gorham for the next school year are to be as 
follows: High School, $365.00; Elementary, $250.00; Kindergarten, 
$125.00. Berlin’s rate in the area school will not be any greater than 
the rate established at Gorham. 


Gorham’s rates were increased to the approximate state average 
cost per pupil. The cost per pupil in Gorham for educating high 
school pupils is over $400.00, but by law, Gorham cannot charge more 
than the state average, except by contract. The state average cost for 
high school pupils was $367.00 for 1957-58 and $232.00 for elementary 
pupils. 


In addition to the state average elementary tuition rate, a 2% 
rental charge was added. This is permissible under state law govern- 
ing tuition rates. The Board in Gorham does not feel that any rental 
on capital costs in the high school should be made until a more 
comprehensive program is in effect at the secondary level. However, 
the Board in Gorham does feel that the sending districts should be 
charged the rental rate on the new elementary building. 


The number of pupils that are expected to go to school next 
year are as follows: 27 Elementary pupils in Gorham, 14 High School 
pupils in Gorham and 3 High School pupils in Berlin. An allowance 
has been made for two additional puplis that might move into town 
during the coming year.

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Report from the White Mountains 
Region Association 


“Twenty Years of Progress’—1938-1958 


It is a pleasure to be able to report on the twentieth year of 
successful operation of your Region Association. Reaching this mile- 
stone shows a solid record of accomplishment and mutual cooperation 
between the towns and the Association. 

For a long time nobody knew exactly how to prove that real hard 
cash was coming into the area from our efforts. However, for the last 
three years we’ve run an annual survey of people previously contacted 
in some way, to find out if they ever did come here and spend any 
money. Much as we've always believed in this work, we were still 
amazed at the extent of income indicated by the survey returns. 
Every time, just a few parties out of the survey sample would prove 
to have spent around three times as much in this region as the total 
of all the town appropriations! Careful estimates indicate over half a 
million dollars a year are being spent here by people contacted through 
Region publicity. If that sounds like baloney, remember that the whole 
state does a 210-million dollar vacation business! 

Demands on our literature—in which every town is represented 
in every folder—have never been so heavy. To cite one example, our 
Fall Foliage promotion (remember those bright red ‘leaves’ you saw 
on the roads? We put ’em up) got attention from as far away as 
Texas and California, and we had to print up an extra 3000 foliage 
maps in a hurry. A card we had placed in Samsonite luggage stores 
across the country brought in another 3,000 replies in addition to our 
usual requests for Region folders. All told we’ve sent out as usual 
around 100,000 pieces of material, plus pictures, news stories, radio 
and TV ‘plugs.’ We’ve helped all we could to promote community 
events here at home, while spending a good deal of time at shows 
and exhibitions in major cities (we are adding a new one this year, 
Cleveland). 

The 4-H Awards Program continues to be successful and popular, 
and over 75 clubs throughout the region are helped and encouraged 
through it in this very worthwhile work by cash awards, trophies, and 
magazine subscriptions to clubs, members and leaders. 

A lot of work has been done on transportation, a very serious 
situation here. Active work has been done trying to save what we can 
of our rail passenger service. Much correspondence and attendance at 
hearings have been aimed at improving the airline service. We have 
been working with the bus companies planning a campaign with them, 
since the rail situation seems to be so shaky. We have kept in close 
touch with the highway situation, hoping Region roads may receive 
necessary attention. 

The items above are brief highlights, and there is much more 
going on continuously. This is a full-time, year-round effort aimed at 
benefiting you and your town—that’s the only reason this Association 
exists, to bring about conditions that bring in money that eases the 
tax ‘bite’ on your pocketbook. Your support makes it possible, and we 
thank you for it.
